Who. unless lie bo n chemist, would 
suppose (hat there exists anything in 
ccunmon between the camphor of the 
orient and the turpentine obtained 
from (ho pine tree in tho Occident? 
The (wo .substnnces have no superO' 
elal resemblance, their very odors be- 
inii different, yet, chemically consid­ 
ered. there is very Iltdo difference be­ 
tween (hem. 
Turpentine i.s composed 
of ten atoms of carbon combined with 
sixteen atoms of hydrogen, and cam­ 
phor has the same components, with 
the addition of one atom of o.vygen. 


The best natural camiihor come.s 
from Formosa, and the outbreak of 
the Russlan-.Iapanese war advanced 
the price to such an extent that (he 
chemists of the world were called upon 
to contrive n substitute. 
They soon 
decided that it would be more practlca- 
able (o make an artificial camiihor. 
ivnowlng turpentine (o be (he stib- 
stance most nearly allied to it In cliem- 
ical structure, a series of e.Kperimenis 
on a very largo scale was begun. 
A 
detailed history of these experiments 
would nil many volumes. Today from 
a determined quantity of turpentine 
may be olitained a fourth part of (he 
weight of pure camphor. Tho success 
of the experiments was first known 
wiien the odor of camphor issued fritn 
set combinations. 


Today man can manufacture in the 
laboratory in fifteen days an amomit 
of ciimphor which it takes a (roe tw'O 
years (o produce.—Ilarjier’s Weekly.

A pound of grain is the 
eqtilvalent of two tons of wa(er used 
by (lie growing wheat ami a pomid of 
beef tho equivalent of (if(een (o thlr(y 
tons of wa(er consumed by (he beeves 
chiefly in the form of feed, and (he 
adult who eats 2t)t) iiouuds i>aeh of 
broad and beef in a year consumes 
something like a ton of water In drinU 
and the equivalent of 400 tons In bread 
and 4i00() tons in meat, or 4,101 tons 
In all.

Suspension bridges, some of them of 
considerable length, w’ero common In 
Peru in the days of the Incas. They 
were formed of cable.n of twisted osiers

wooden 
supports 
and 
stretched from bank to bank, then 
bound together with smaller rope.s nnd 
covered with bamboo. 
The road from 
Cuzco to Qultto Is fitlll noted for frail 
brldnes of thi.s sort, which are iu con- 
.stant UGo nnd span deep chasmn. 


The 
Chlne.so 
also, 
Jiccordlng 
to 
Kircher. have for centuries boon famil­ 
iar with the "suHpension" theory nnd 
have constructed drain bridges lu which 
the welglit of the roadway Is support­ 
ed by the tension of the chains. 


The first iron suspension bridge In 
Europe was built over the Tees, near 
Middleton, in 1741, for the use of min­ 
ers. Two chains were stretched In a 
sfrnlght line, steadied by ties from the 
banks below, and the roadway for foot 
par;sengers 
was 
supported 
by 
the 
chains. 


The modem suspension system prac­ 
tically dates from ISlG, when bridges, 
both over 100 feet in length, were suc­ 
cessfully completed nt Galashiels and 
Peebles.—London Standard.

Oatmeal Wilh Dates.—To each cup ’ 
ful of uncooked oatmeal add one cup j 
ful of dates, wnshrd. with the stoncK j 
removed and cut small. Cook In the 
usual way iu a doulile saucepan nnd i 
serve with milk without .sugar, as the 
dates are .sweet enough. 


Kidney Eritters.—Take tho requisite 
nymber of sheep’s kidneys, half a pint 
of frying batter. Keasonliig and frying 
fat. Skin and cut each kidney in half. 
Take the frying hatter and stir Into It 
ono teaspoonful each of minced parsley 
and shallot, a dusting of re<l pej)pcr 
nnd a small pinch of ¡wwdered sweet 
herbs. 
Dip each half kidney In this 
mixture, then drop carefully Into a pan 
of boiling fat, doing only a few nt a 
time. 
When light golden brow’u In 
color, take out the fritters, drain care- 
fuUy and serve us quickly as pos?lble, 
garnished w’ith parsley on a hot dish. 


Scotch 
Scones.—Half a 
pound of 
flour, one level teasi)oonful of cream of 
tartar, half a level teaspoonful of car­ 
bonate of soda, one ounce atid a half 
of butter, one teaspoonful ut sugar, a 
quarter of a i)int of milk. Ml.'c the 
flour, cream of tartar and carbonate of 
soda and sift them togetlicr; rub tho 
butter into tho flour, add the sugar and 
njix to a paste with the milk. Roll out 
and cut with a small round cutter or 
make a large round scone and cut Into 
four sections. 
Ihiko in a goo'd oven for 
about twenty minutes. Tlie real Scotch 
scones are baked on a .sort of griddle, 
nnd 
some 
housektiei»ers have 
been 
known to cook them on a well floured 
frying pan. 


Compote of Rhubarb.—Tho early rhu 
barb is best for compotes and forms a 
most wholesome breakfast dish. Cut 
tho sticks into two inch lengths and 
carefully w’lpe them. 
Make a sirup 
color with cochineal and flavor with 
lemon peel. When boiling put in the 
rhubarb and simmer very slowly till 
tender. Remove the fruit, reduce the 
sirup and pour over the fruit. 
This 
should be made the previous day and 
served cold. 


Beef a la Mode, 


Take a round of beef, four or five 
Inches thick. 
I*'or o piece weighing 
five pounds soak a pound of broad In 
stoid water until soft; rum off tho 
water, mush the bread flae. then add 
a piece of butter the size of an egg, a 
half teaspoonftil each of salt, pepper 
nnd ground cloves, about half a nut­ 
meg. two eggs, a tablesptKuifnl of flotir 
and a qujirter of a pound of fresh 
pork chopped tine- 
Gasii the beef on 
the sides and. logether with half (he 
dressing, place It In a baking pan, 
with lukewarm water enough to cov­ 
er i t 
Cover the pan and i>ut in tjie 
oven two hours, then cover the w>p 
wilh the rest of the dressing and jmt 
It back for an hour. 
Let It brown 
well. 
When serving the meat. If the 
gravy Is not thick enough, stir lu u 
little flour and add a little butter. 


Orange and Ginger Sherbet, 


P u t two pounds of sugar nnd two 
quarts of water in a saucepan on to 
boll, stir until the sugar is dissoived, 
theti boll ra|>idly for eight minutes 
Remove from (he fire and lesive to cool. 
When cold add tiie strained Juice of 
six orange.s and one b'Uion, pour Iiito 
th6 freezer and freeze without much 
turning. 
When frozen add live table 
spoonfuls of preserving giuger chopped 
flue, cover the freezing can and stand 
away for two hours to ripen, Sit v o in 
dainty glasses decorated with a piece 
of ginger ou top of each glass. 


Poor Man’s Rico Pudding. 


An old fashioned 
Indian pudding 
served with crenm Is delicious enough 
for the veriest « pleure. Here is a long 
tried rule: Mix four cupfuls of scald­ 
ing milk, a cupful of nu)lasses, two 
level table.spcKJufuls of sugar, a quar­ 
ter of a cupful of corn meal, a table- 
siiootiful of flour and a little salt, 
U*i 
this mixtuw simmer over the stove for 
about half un hour, etirring often 
etiough to keep from burning and lump­ 
ing. At the end of (bis time stir lu a 
cupful of cold water, turn into a baking 
dish and bake for two hours. 


A Tasty Sandwich. 


It was tho memory of a childhood 
appetlto widch lns)>lred a woman to 
serve brown bread sandwiches spread 
with horseradish and sugiir with luT 
afternoon tea. 
The snappy pungency 
of the horser.'idish was very delight­ 
ful. 
Tlie horseradish luul, of course, 
boon mixed with vinegar, the slightest 
possible amount used, and it was 
Kprlnkled lightly with powdered sugar. 
Tho brown bread was madt> of whole 
wheat and graham flour and was cut 
as thin as ¡¡o.ssible.

“Section 5—The Grantee is hereby authorized to uie, in the operation of 
said railway, a type of civ designed for one-man-near-side-operation, in which 
passengers will enter and leave the car at its forward end only, under the ob­ 
servation of the motive power operator, the rear end of thecarto be normally 
closed, and in which the motive power operator will perform also the normal
